foreign relations, internal organ- 
isation, legislation, rehabilitation, 
•ducation of war orphans and a 
aeries of resolutions charting the 
legion.''S course for the next year. 


H* declared that "agents" of 


"subversive forces" were "assid- 
uously at work attempting to un- 
dermine our form of government." 
H* pledged that his organization 
'*wJJI always stand as a barrier 
to their advance." 
Green urged strengthening of 


th« neutrality act. 
He urged

Four Major Inaccuraries Are 


Discoveerd in Constitu- 


tion Day Speech.

Four major 
inaccuracies—state- 


ments that do not square with 
the historical facts—are contained 
In President Rooseevlt's address 
on Constitution day, but no effort 
has been made to correct them 
and the chances are none will be 
made. 
For it is the white house custom 


nowadays never to acknowledge 
error and to assume that the peo- 
ple generally are too ignorant or 
too indifferent to care whether 
Mr. Roosevelt sticks to the facts 
of history when he makes com- 
memorative speeches on public oc- 
casions. 
• 
The four inaccuracies are: 
1. Mr. Roosevelt said with ref- 
erence to the supreme court de- 
cision on state minimum 
wage 
I laws, "After my message to the 
congress on the rejuvenation of 
the judiciary, the odd man admit- 
ted that the court had been wrong 
—for all those 20 years and over- 
ruled himself." The truth is Jus- 
tice Roberts, who cast the deciding 
vote, did so in December, 193G, 
after the case was argued. 
This 
was several weeks before the pres- 
ident's judiciary message was de- 
livered on Feb. 5, 1937. 
The ac- 
tual opinion of the court was not

the absence of Justice Stone, who 
had been ill, and Mr. Stone did 
not overrule himself because he 
concurred the previous year in an 
opinion of the minority of the 
court holding state minimum wage 
laws to be constitutional. 


2. Mr. Roosevelt stated that the 
"majority of the delegates" of the 
constitutional convention believed 
that "the relation of the supreme 
court to the congress and the ex- 
ecutive, like other subjects treated 
in general terms, would work it- 
self out by evolution and change 
over the years." 
He stated the 
convention had voted down "ju- 
dicial veto." 
Historians of even 
the left wing school, among them 
Charles A. Beard, deny in their 
published works the accuracy of 
Mr. Roosevelt's statement. 
Thus 
Mr. Beard lists 19 members of the 
convention as showing definitely 
that they comprehended the doc- 
trine of judicial review and others 
frankly approved it, and that there 
were six others favorable to it. 
Prank E. Melvin, another noted' 
historian, says that seven others 
"should 
surely 
be 
added" 
to 
Beard's list and that the evidence 
would indicate that 32 to 40 out 
of 55 delegates "upheld or ac- 
cepted the right of the courts to 
disregard as law any unconstitu- 
tional legislation." 


Stone Disputes Statement. 


3. The president declared the 


constitution says nothing "about 
any power of the court to de- 
clare legislation unconstitutional." 
Justice Stone, a "liberal," who has 
been recorded as upholding the 
new deal's contention as to consti- 
tutionality of legislation brought 
before the supreme court in the 
last four years, has said in a pub- 
lic address that the constitution 
does specifically, by "the language 
of the constitution itself in Article 
VI," give the supreme court the 
right to exercise its judicial power 
in declaring acts of congress un- 
constitutional. Mr. Stone said the 
subject was "no longer debatable," 
not only for the foregoing reason, 
but because of the facts contained 
in the "History of the 
judicial 


function before the constitution 
was adopted." 


4. The president said "judicial 
veto" had been voted down again 
and again- by the constitutional 
convention,, but he did—hot state 
that the "judicial veto" was an en- 
tirely different proposition from 
the present method of declaring 
laws unconstitutional. 
It was a 
proposal to give the president and 
thes upreme court together 
teh 
right to veto legislation after con- 
gress passed it and then the court 
wa.s later to hryve a second chance 
to pass on constitutional questions 
arising out of the law when law- 
suits developed. 


Is Not in "The Record." 


When the president endeavors 
to give the impression that 'the 
power of the supreme court to de- 
clare acts of congress unconstitu- 
tional was not understood before 
the constitution was adopted, he 
runs counter to the record of state- 
ments made before the various 
state conventions which ratified 
the constitution. There were then 
only 13 state conventions, but in 
at least six of them the subject 
came up and was fully debated. 
Explicit acknowledgments of the 
supreme court's power to invali- 
date legislation are to be found 
in the debates in the conventions 
of North Carolina, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia. Pennsylvania, 
New York 


and Massachusetts. 


DR. FELLMAN AT DO A ME. 


"It is little less 
than a miracle that the constitu- 
tion has managed to survive for 
150 years," stated Dr. David W. 
Fellman in Doane college chapel. 
Dr. Fellman is professor of politi- 
cal science at University of Ne- 
braska.

The Nebraska turkey crop is 70 


percent of the large crop last year 
and the turkey crop for the coun- 
try as a whole is 90 percent of 
the unusually large turkey crop 
last year, says the Nebraska Co- 
operative Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting; 
service 
The reduction, 
while general in all sections ex- 
cept New England, is most marked 
in the west north 
centi'al 
and 


Rocky mountain states. 


Growers* present intentions are 
to market S percent of the crop 
in September and October, 4S per- 
cent in November, 37 percent in 
December and 7 percent 
from 
January to March. The average 
weight at Lhe time of market is 
expected to be 14.5 pounds as com- 
pared with 14.3, average market- 
ing1 weight a year ago. 
Reduction in the turkey crop for 
the country as a whole is 10 per- 
cent. This, brings the size of the 


turkey crop down toward the level 
of 1932-33, prior to the small crop 
of 19o5 and the unusually large 
turkey crop last jear. While de- 
creases are shown in practically 
all sections except New England, 
the decrease is most pronounced in 
the west north central and Rocky 
mountain regions. 
Turkey growers for the country 


as a whole reported that they in* 
tended to market their birds earl- 
ier than last year and at slightly 
heavier 
weights. 
The 
average 


weight last year was 14.7 pounds 
and this year the reported weight 
is 14.9 percent. 
Intentions of 
growers to market this year and 
last are as follows: October or 
earlier, S percent, against 5 per- 
cent. November 48 percent against 
40 percent, December 37 percent 
against 41 percent, January or 
later, 7 percent against 14 per- 
cent. 
"^ 
Definite figures on the size of 
the U.S. turkey crop are not avail- 
able. The federal census ot 1930 
reported 16,794,000 turkeys raised 
in li)29. Numbers increased rap- 
idly thereafter to 1D33, decreased 
sharply in 1935 and gained about 
a third in 1936. 
Total numbers 
are expected to be considerably 
larger than in 1929.

TEACHERS' PAY. 


The Lincoln school board has 


announced that 
beginning 
with 


the first pay check of the current 
school year, 
teachers 
will have 


restored to them an additional 12 
percent of 
their 
salaries 
based 


upon their pay in 1932. Since that 
time I he teachers' pay has been 
cut a total of 30 percent. One- 
sixth of this cut was restored last 
year. Restorations to date total IT 
percent of the pre-depresslon base. 
In other words, teachers will re- 
cei\-e 87 percent of their pre-de- 
presslon pay beginning with the 
first check of this year. 


ft has 
been possible for the 


board to authorize this Increase in 
teachers' pay because of increased 
tax revenue. 
The

property has resulted in increased 
tax payments 
and 
the schools 


have a substantially larger In- 
come than during the worst of the 
deptession.

valuations increased, persons who 
became delinquent in 
tax pay- 


ments began paying again, and a 
considerable increase in school tax 
revepue followed. The restoration 
of teachers' salary cuts is a nat- 
ural next step. 


When school le venue was at low 


ebb a determined effort was made 
to obtain authorization of an in- 
crease in the school levy. 
This 


effort failed twice. The voters of 
Lincoln frowned 
upon such in- 


crease. Nearly everyone admitted 
that more money could be used 
but the property owners felt that 
their burdens were quite as heavy 
as those of the teachers and that 
they were in no position to pay an 
increased tax levy. 


The recovery in school revenues 


followed 
promptly, 
even 
more 


promptly that the most vigorous 
opponents of the increased levy 
proposition had predicted. 
A 5 


percent restoration was made last 
year. 
Twelve percent additional 


has been restored this year. Other 
restorations will follow as quickly 
as school icvenue makes such in- 
crease possible. 


The people of Lincoln want to 


pay their teachers well. They real- 
ize the importance of having the 
best teachers on the school staffs. 
But they also feel that tax spend- 
ing organizations must share the 
buiclcns of depression along with 
the taxpayers. Now that impioved 
economic conditions have brought 
about an increase in school rev- 
enues, no one is more pleased than 
the man who pays taxes.

The president indicated that if 


time had made it possible he would 
have been pleased to inspect tho

ect in .his state. While the presi- 
dent was preparing to leave on 
his western trip an article 
"PWA's 
Problem 
Children" by 


Neil M. Clark was given national 
circulation in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post 
That article deals al- 


most exclusively with the three 
big Nebraska projects, and at its 
conclusion the following statement 
was made: 
"Nebraska's man on 


the street is rather disillusioned 
and disappointed, or 
indifferent. 


He does not see the millenium de- 
scending." 
The trend of the ar- 


ticle is toward the conclusion that 
the projects can never pay out. 
With much clearness it is shown 
that in every instance federal ap- 
propriations have greatly exceeded 
early estimates for construction, 
that the plants are not yet com- 
plete and that more money is 
needed for their completion. After

SOMEWHAT INCREASED 


State Will Get Only $111,- 


698 Out of Total of 


$670,187. 


Taxfs on intangible pioperty in 


Nebraska will be slightly higher 
this year than last but the income 
tn the state and the taxing sub- 
divisions is comparatively small, 
being 5fi70,l87. 


State Tax Commisbioner Smith, 


who has tabulated the assessment 
as retui ned by county assessoi s. 
&aid tho law is difficult to enforce 
becauc assessors have no power 
to inquire of bank concerning de- 
posits of taxpayers. Money, listed 
as class A intangible property, is 
hard to find. 
People who have 


cash funds on deposit fail to return 
all cash on hand, and try to con- ; 
sole themselves with the thought i 
that if they had their monthly bills j 
paid their bank deposits would 
amount to little if anything. 


Money on hand listed by asses- 


sors totaled $48.059,189 last year 
and 
dropped 
this year to $46,- 


381,681. 


Class B intangibles, comprising 


securities 
of 
various kinds m- 


creaecl this year from $62,901,208 
to £69,278,265. 
Money is taxed at 2'3 mills on 


the dollar while class B is taxed at 
the rate of 8 mills on the dollar. 


The 
revenue 
from 
intangible 


taxes is divided. 
The state re- 


ceives onelsixth and the counties 
one-sixth, accounting for one-third 
of the total. Schools receive one- 
third and cities receive one-third. 


Both classes of intangibles are 


valued this year at $115,662,946 as 
compared with $108,960,397 last 
year. 
Total tax this year to be 


paid will be $670,187, of which 
only $111,698 will go to the state 
Last year the state's share was 
$103.833. 


High hopes were entertained by 


the 
constitutional 
convention of 


1920 when it'submitted an amend- 
ment to permit the legislature to 
levy a tax on intangibles, but the 
returns 
have 
been small. 
Gbv. 


Cochran suggested that the present 
legislative council try to devise a 
more satisfactory law on this sub- 
ject, but the council ignored the 
uggestion-in framing a program of 
study for new legislation. 


Increase In Stocks. 


Largest inci ease this year in 


intangibls property was in stocks 
in 
foreign 
corporations, 
under 


class B with an 8 mill levy. This 
class of intangibles increased this 
year from a total of $13,768,381 
to $18,508,354, mostly due to an 
increase in the value of shares 
of corporation stock April 1, the 
date of assessing property, follow- 
ing some years of a slump in the 
price of stocks. 


Banks, loan, trust and invest- 


ment companies which are taxed 
under the intangible tax law show 
a slight increase this year, from 
$21,507,943 to $22,728,828 in as- 
sessed valuation. Banks are taxed 
on capital stock, surplus and un- 
divided profits, less the amount of 
their tangible property which is 
assessed separately. 


Building and loan stock, taxed 


under the intangible tax law as 
class B, is taxed to the individual 
holder at one-tenth of its value, 
for the reason that nine-tenths of 
the assets of such institutions are 
invested in real estate mortgages 
which are exempt from taxation. 
Building and loan stock, listed at 
one-tenth of its value, this year 
totals $1,494,960 as compared with 
$1,752,850 last year. 


Total 
tax 
this year on in- 


tangibles, for state and other sub- 
divisions, 
totaling 
$670,187, 
is 


made up of a tax of $115,961 on 
money and 5554,226 on securities 
listed in class B. 


One peculiarity of the present 


law is that book accounts which 
may be worth nothing to their 
face value are taxed at the rate 
of 8 mills on the dollar, while cash 
on hand, worth at least the the- 
oretical 59 cents on the dollar, is 
taxed at the rate of 2i« mills. 
The legislature and the constitu- 
tional convention both were of the 
opinion that money should be a 
favored property and that a lower 
rate upon it might induce owneis 
of cash as well as securities, to 
voluntarily list them for taxation.

sessions. Arizona legislators com- 
pleted the work of Ihiee pxtia ses- 
sions between Jan. 1 and July 22 
In four other states special ses- 
sions are expected this fall. An- 
other will nav3 a postponed extra 
session beginning Dec 31. 


New Jersey is the last state to 


plan for a special session. Many 
of the states faced 
relief prob- 


lems. Gov. Hoffman of New Jer- 
sey said he probably would call a 
session in October 
because 
the 


treasury will be short in its relief 
estimate. 


Gov. 
LaFollctte called a session 


in Wisconsin for Sept. 15. Arizona 
held special sessions on relief prob- 
lems. Delaware had a special ses- 
sion in May to discuss appropria- 
tions for schools and franchise re- 
ceipts. Maryland's legislature met 
last April and May and enacted a 
revenue i aising measure. Michi- 
gan's legislature met in July on a 
proposed amendment of the "Little 
Wagner act" and adjourned the 
llth of August. 


Minnesota's legislature worked 


from May 24 to July 23, mostly on 
a general tax bill. North Dakota 
held a brief special 
session 
in 


March. Texas considered a uorse 
racing bill in a Ma.y session and 
expects to be called back in Octo- 
ber to talk taxes.

WASHINGTON, -.v. purchasing 


power of farmers this yeai 
has 


climbed to the levels held just be- 
fore the depression, federal eco- 
nomists reported. 
They rated the 


1937 farm buying power at 103 
percent, compared with an aver- 
age of 100 for the 1924-29 period. 
The 104 percent for 1029 was the 
highest farm purchasing; power in 
14 years. 


This year's rating, the ecoiiom- 


! isLs said, is made on the theory 
\ that the important factor of in- 
[ come is not how many dollars are 


I taken in, but what those dollars 
will bu j. 


Cash farm income for 1937 Is 


estimated at, $9,000.000,000 from 
marketings of cotton, wheat, corn, 
livestock and other crops plus gov- 
ernment 
payments 
of 
about 


5450.000,000. 


This is considerably below the 


510,479,000,000 income in 1929 and 
an average of more than $10,000,- 
000,000 ioi the 1924-29 era. 


Offsetting this, the 
economists 


said, is a lower level of prices of 
things which the 
farmer 
buys. 


They estimated this at 14 percent 
below predepression levels. 


Attainment 
of the predepi es- 
sion purchasing level is not a par- 
ticularly favorable sign, said C, M. 
Purves of the bureau ofr agricul- 
tural economics.

I have never 
read any secrets of the Klan, but 
I understand they are about 150 
percent patriotic and there are 
some awful good men who belong 
to the Klan." 


Musing for a moment. Senator 


Norris related how one of his best

sonally he favors a nine year term. 


Norris Not Well Man. 


Th x senator, who came

with John Robertson, his son-in-

was

about his future plans. He did not 
disclose how long he planned to 
remain in Lincoln. 


"I am not a well man," he said

haven't 
recovered. I 
was 


poisoned this spring and was at 
the point of death for a while. My 
nerves are shattered and I may 
go back to the hospital. I don:t 
sleep, I am awful nervous and 
worry far too much."

Would Simplify System With 


Employers Holding Back 


Earnings for Tax.

The plan would eliminate the re- 
quirement that small 
taxpayers 


file income tax returns. Instead, 
their employers would hold buck 
part of their earnings, as it done 
now with social security assess- 
ments, and pay the money to the 
government HS taxes. 
Flnploycs would file affi'Uwits 
stating the number of their de- 
pendants and grounds for exemp- 
tion so that deductions could be 
made. 
Vinson said he had not worked 
out details of the proposal and had 
not taken it up formally with the 
treasury. 


One treasury official has ad- 
vised him informally, he said, that 
the system would have consider- 
able merit and has operated suc- 
cessfully m England. A withhold- 
ing tax would be almost Impera- 
tive, this official said, should the 
United States ever find it neces- 
y to lower the tax base or re- 
duce exemptions. 


The obtaining of additional rev- 
enue will not be the primary ob- 
jective of the tax subcommittee, 
Vinson asserted. 
Rather, the aim 


will be to overhaul the entire tax 
structure, wiping inequities Irom 
the law and removing some ot the 
excess language that makes them 
so intricate. 
Recommendations then will be 
presented to the entire ways and 
means committee, which originates 
all tax legislation. 


Among- the subjects which will 
receive the subcommittee's atten- 
tion, Vinson said, are: 
Revision of tlia corporate un- 
distributed income tax to ease the 
impact on firms needing to retain 
earnings for debt retirements or 
plant improvement; altering the 
capital gains tax; plugging iictcli- 
tional tax law loopholes, such as 
those involving1 community prop- 
erty laws, depletion allowances for 
oil and mining companies, pension 
and multiple trusts.

Parasite Is the 


Cause of 


Scabies 


"Seven-Year" Itch Is 


Not Incurable 111, 
Dr. Copeland States

SCABIES, AS the doctors call It, 


IB commonly known aa "the seven- 
year itch". It is an annoying du- 
ease of the akin. 


It is now 250 years since the dis- 


covery of the cause of this ailment. 
In 1687, Giovan Cosimo Bonomo, an 
Italian physician, reported 
that 


scabies is caused by a tiny para- 
site. This was named the "acarus 
scabei" and to it can be traced the 
cause of the inflammation. This 
was one of the first discoveries of 
a germ or parasite responsible for 
disease. 


This particular disease is not 
nearly as prevalent as it was in 
Bonomo'* day. Our freedom from 
it is due to the marked improve- 
ment in sanitation and hygiene ob- 
served throughout the world. 


Common In War 


It was all too common during the 


World war and was a source of 
great annoyance to soldiers. As a 
matter of fact, it may appear in 
communities where 
hygiene 
is 
•trictly enforced, because one per- 
son who harbors the parasite may 
pass It on to many. 
The victim 


of scabies must not be accused of 
lack of personal hygiene and bodily 
attention. Even if he is unusually 
clean, he may contract it in a public 
place. 


There is at first a marked itching 


of the skin, usually in those parts 
of the body where hair Is found. It 
ts not necessarily confined to such 
areas, but may affect other regions. 
tChe itching increases in severity 
and is worse at night. It may be 
so severe as to make the sufferer 
frantically scratch his skin for re- 
lief, and such effort results in fur- 
ther irritation of the skin. 


The parasite can be identified by 
examining the skin with a magni- 
fying glass. A small line ending in 
ft. speck will be observed. The speck 
U the "acarus scabei". 


Not Incurable 


Do not be misled by the popular 


belief that scabies is an incurable 
affliction and must be endured for 
seven years before cure is possible. 
This is pure superstition and abso- 
lutely unfounded. 


In treating the disorder a sulphur 
ointment is applied to the skin. This 
Is used after a warm bath, prefer- 
ably before retiring at night. In 
the morning another warm bath 
should be taken, vigorously scrub- 
bing the body with a stiff brush 
and sulphur soap. This program 
should be repeated every day until 
there is no further sign of the para- 
site. 


Since the disease is highly con- 


tagious it is wise to discard all con- 
taminated linens and towels. The 
garments of the sufferer should be 
washed separately and then care- 
tully aired in the sun.
